Crushed by Wrecked Ma- 
chines, Two Women and 
Two Men Quit Run 
for Hospitals. 


DEATH HOVERS OVER TRIP 


Life of Girl Pinned Neath Heavy 
Wheel Despaired Of; T. J. 
Clark of Chicago Has 
Narrow Escape. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ! 

South Bend, Ind., July 11.—[Special. I— The 
most strenuous day’s run ever made by con- 
testants for the Glidden automobile touring 
trophy was completed here late this after- 
noon. Tonight four of the tourists are lying 
seriously injured at various hotels and hos- 
pitals along the way, many of the automo- 
biles in the contest are badly crippled, and 
several of the contestants have signified 
their intention of withdrawing at once from 
the run. 

Before the first sixty miles out of Toledo 


had been passed two of the cars turned 


turtle, pinning their occupants beneath 

them, inflicting injuries. which in two cases 

may prove fatal. The injured: 

CLARK, T. J., Chicago; jaw broken, cut about 
chest, one rib fractured; is at Hotel Christman, 
Bryan, O. 

OTIS, k. A., Cleveland; side apparently par- 
alyzed by weight of car, which rested upon body; 
mar not recover; at Toledo hospital. 

OTIS, MRS. K. A., leg cut, Boody house. Toledo. 

ROLLINS, MISS HARRIET; sister of Mre. Otis. 
Cleveland; head and face cut and bruised, possi- 
bly contusion of the brain; may not recover. 


Chicagoan Has Narrow Escape. 

Persistent reports that Mr. Clark had died 
made their way about at the Hotel Oliver this 
evening, but they were found to be er- 
roneous. The atecident to hie car occurred 
shortly before moon near Bryan, O.,, a town 
sixty-three miles west of Toledo. As he was 
attempting to make a sharp turn the rear 
wheels of his car skidded in the mud 

As the car swung around its momentum 
carried it to one side and the ponderous ma- 
chine rolled over and over, making two com- 
plete revolutions. Mr. Clark was thrown, 
through the glass wind shield on the frort 
of the car and hurled violently into the road- 
way. A physician's car which chanced to be 
immediately behind took him at once to 

Bryan, where he received medical attention. 

A Chicago specialist was summoned to 

Bryan in the evening and after making an 
examination reported that Mr. Clark's in- 
juries will not prove serious. 

“Three other men whé Were with Mr. Clark 
managed to Jump in time to escape more than 
a few bruiges. It is said that Mr, Clark has 
been urged repeatedly to let his chauffeur 
drive his car, but insisted upon doing it him- 
self. 


Girl’s Head Pinned Under -Wheel. 


The car containing Mr. Otis and his party 
Was wrecked three miles out of Toledo. In 
an effort to pass a car driven by Philip 8. 
Funn of Pittsburg the Otis chauffeur swung 
his machine into a ditch at the side of the 
road. The rear wheels skidded and the 
car with a crash turned turtle into the ditch. 

J. Ed Spooner of New York, the official 
photographer of the tour, was thrown from 
the front seat forty feet to the right of the 
auto. When he scrambled to his feet he saw 
that Otis and Miss Rollins had been pinioned 
under the car, its weight resting almost en- 
tirely upon their bodies, 

One of the rear wheels was resting upon 
Miss Rollins’ head, pressing her face into 
the ground. Hastily calling to the chauffeur, 
J. T. Nunan, to do what he could for Mr. 
Otis, Spooner dug away the earth from un- 
der Miss Rollins’ face, cleared her eyes of 
blood, and then turned to look for aid. For 
a nerve racking length of time the girl was 
held under the car, the front of which rested 
upon Mr. Otis’ chest. 

Then occupants of other automobiles as 
they came along assisted in raising the car 
and the injured persons were placed in cars 
and taken back to Toledo. Spooner and 
Nunan escaped with a few bruises. By a 
curious freak of the accident Spooner, who 
was sitting in the left hand seat, was hurled 
far to the right, while Nunan was thrown 
from the driver's seat as far to the left of the 


car. 


Another Mishap Just Averted. 

Mr. Otis car, a sixty-five horse power 
Pierce Great Arrow, was almost completely 
wrecked,.and will be withdrawn from the 
contest. Mr. Clark’s car, which righted itself 
after its double somersault, was driven into 
South Bend by George Hunt of Chicago, al- 
though it had a broken steering post. 

At one point on the way the broken part 
nearly caused another aceidents, the car 
crashing into a bridge rail when Hunt tried 
to make a sharp turn. Hunt says he will 
drive the crippled car into Chicago tomorrow 
and retire it from the run there, 

The long hard run, much of it over roads 
made almost impassible by the heavy rain 
of last night, had its effect on the scores of 
the various cars. Of the seven clubs com- 
peting for the Glidden trophy which had 
perfect scores last night, only three remain. 
With penalties imposed today the standing 
of the clubs is as follows:

Threg noncontestants got off without 
penalization, Of these two were the two 
American Mors cars entered as dark horses 
by F. J. Pardee of Chicago, and Gratiot 
Cabanne of St. Louis, the former bicycle 
champion. The Mors cars have not been en- 
tered in previous runs of the association and 
for this reason their performance is being 
watched with particular interest.

Once Wealthy, Her Fortune Goes Lit- 
erally to the Dogs. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, July 12, 8 a. m.—The news that 
Louise de la Ramée (Ouida), the novelist, has 
been granted a pension of $750 from the civil 
list has occasioned intense surprise. It is 
known she was formerly wealthy, having 
made a fortune from her writings. It is 
even a greater surprise now to learn that the 
venerable author, she is now 78, latterly has 
been in such poverty that sometimes she has 
been compelled to go without food—on one 
occasion for four days. 

The Florence correspondent of the Daily 
Mail sends a story of her recent life. He 
says until two years ago Mies de la Ramée 
occupied a splendid three story villa at 
Lucca. She was known as “the lady of the 
dogs,“ as she invariably had thirty, and al- 
ways was seen with a number of them 
around her. Her intense fondness for doga 
caused her on one occasion to give a meal of 
milk, bread, and meat to every dog in Lucca. 
She paid the bill for this extraordinary ban- 
quet willingly, although heavy debts were 
crowding upon her, through her utter ig- 
norance of the value of money. 


Starves to Feed Dogs. 


It te stated that on several occasions about 
this time she went without food for a whole 
day, remarking it was sufficient if her dogs 
ate. Frequently her maid appealed to the 
owner of the villa for a supper for her mis- 
tress. A dispute with her landlord about 
some furniture led to three laweuits, which 
Oulda won, but the costs further crippled 
her purse and her landlord turned her out. 
After staying at one or two places she went 
to a first class hotel in Florence. 

Once again her thoughtless expenditures 
exhausted her resources, and her plight was 
such last September that she had to pass 
a night under the trees on the sea front with 
the remaining few of her large family of 
beloved dogs at her side. When her maid's 


mother found her on the beach at 5 o’clock 
in the morning she took the aged authoress 
to her humble cottage at Monti and kept her 
there for several months. But that home- 
less night on the cold beach caused Ouida 
to lose the sight of her left eye and aleo 
brought about a deafness from which she 
never has recovered. 


Lives in Squalid Cottage. 

In February last she went to a first class 
hotel at Viareggio, where she staid until July 
6, when, being again in financial straits, she 
went with her ex-maid’s mother to the vil- 
lage of Massarosa, five miles distant, where 
* now living in a mikman's squalid 
cottage. She rarely goes outdoors and has 
few visitors. 

Her health is broken down. She eats little. 
She wears white dresses of silk muslin, with 
lengthy trains and white gloves extending 
far up her arms. Last winter she had a 
new bimck dress with a long train. Her 
pession for dogs has not diminished, al- 
though now she has only three, Ruffiy, Gol- 
doni, and Waren, She has been heard to 


say life would be a hopeless misery with- 
out her dogs. It is her fear of endangering 
their lives by a change in climate that pre- 
vents her from returning to England. In 
her happier days, when she was able to 
give away,and spend money with impulsive 
generosity and disregard of arithmetic, she 
had besides her thirty dogs at least forty 
horses.

PAYS DEBT LONG OVERDUE 


Consequent Complications Are 
Enough to Make Average Poli- 
tician’s Head Ache. 


{BY-A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield. III., July 11 — (Special. ]—Sen- 
ator A. J. Hopkins has it in mind to prove to 
hie friend, former Gov. ‘Richard Yates, that 
he ie not enmindful of the efforts Mr. Yates 
made when governor to land him in the 
United States senate. Mr. Hopkins, with the 
aid of Senator Cullom, is endeavoring to get 
a federal appointment for Mr. Yates, and the 
report is to me effect that he will be suc- 
cessful, 

Furthermore it is reported in etate admin- 
istration circles that Mr. Yates will accept 
the appointment and get out and hustle for 
the Aurore statesman, 

Mr. Yates himself tonight declined to dis- 
cuss the matter in any way. His friends were 
a trifie more communicative, but only in the 
way of pointing in the digeotion of the state- 


house. 
Enough for a Headache. 


Should the rumor prove true the consequent 
complications are enough to make a politi- 
Clan’s head ache when he conaiders them. 

Mr. Yates made Mr. Hopkins senator, but 
Mr. Hopkins refused to help make Mr. Yates 
governor again. Mr. Yates made Mr. De- 
neen governor. Mr. Deneen, in a quiet fash- 
ion, tried to make Mr. Yates senator. Mr. 
Yates considered that Mr. Deneen's efforts 
were entirely too quiet. 

William E. Mason, who was unmade as 
senator when Mr. Hopkins was made, tried 
to help make Mr. Yates senator. 

Mr. Hopkins makes Mr. Yates a federal 
appointee. 

Mr. Mason tries to make himself a senator 
again and to unmake Senator Hopkins. 

Mr. Yates tries to make Mr. Hopkins sen- 
ator again and to prevent the making of 
Mason. 

Mr. Deneen tries to make himself governor 
again, and Mr. Yates tries to unmake him. 

If there are a few more changes which can 
be made in the relative position of the fore- 
going gentlemen towards one another it is 
likely they will be made before the primaries. 
Just what appointment Mr. Yates is to get 
is not Known. He himself says he knows 
nothing of it, but announces that he will take 
part in the coming primary campaign. 


Yates Called It Bribery, Once. 


The last time Mr. Yates was offered any- 
thing by the federal organization it was the 
Mexican embassy job, at a salary of $17,000 
a year. This was when he could have made 
Frank O. Lowden governor by throwing his 
delegates to him, and was the consideration 
for which the position was to be given. Mr. 
Yates refused to accept ig, and later, when 
running for the senate, gave it as his opinion 
that the offer was equivalent to an attempt 
at bribery. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Yates received an in- 
vitation from Senator, Hopking to visit him 
in Chicago, and got as far as the Auditorium 
Annex on his way there when he was defiect- 
ed by some friends and persuaded to return 
home. He did so, but returned to Chicago 
last week, visiting Mayor Busse, and later

MASON ENLISTS MAIL'S AID. 


Writes Many Letters Announcing 
Candidacy for the Senate. 


Is Assured That His Campaign Will 
Not Be Opposed by Yates. 


By the time the last mall went out from 
‘Chicago last night William E. Mason had 
his campaign for United States senator in 
opposition to Senator Albert J. Hopkins in 
full swing. Two clerks and a etenographer 
worked several hours overtime to stamp and 
address a mass of confidential political let- 
ters which filled five large mall sacks. 

Mr. Mason has written letters to all the 
political léaders in the state who are not-ir- 
revocably tied up to the fortunes of Senator 
Hopking. He has written to precinct cap- 
tains, ward presidents, county committee- 
men, congressional and senatorial commMmittee- 
Mien, and state, county, and city jobholders. 
To each of these he has explained that he ig 
a candidate for election to the seat in the 
senate now held by Mr. Hopkins and has 
stated his claims therefor. 


Letters Vary in Their Tone. 


The distinguished feature of this epistolary 
campaign is thut the letters are not all alike. 
ordinary stereotyped, imeographed 
campaign letter, mailed unsealed to save 
postage, is this bid of Mr. Mason for political 
support. Each letter is couched in terms 
according to pcrsonal and geographical con- 
ditions. To the precinct captain in Chicago 
Mr. Mason has written onc. kind of appeal, 
und to the county committeeman down State 
another kind. Mr. Mason has sat up late 
nights for several weeks getting out these 
intimate communications. 

The letters sent out in Chicago for the most 
part are harmless announcements of sena- 
torial ambitions, “ soliciting your support in 
the future as in the past, etc. But some of 
the communications receiyed from Mr. 
Mason by leaders down the state are of a 
more intereeting tenor. being replete with Mr. 
Mason's opinion of Mr. Hopkins as a United 
States senator. 


Hopkins and Yates Friendly. 


It leaked out that Senator Hopkins had 
drawn Richard Yates into a conference on 
matters pertaining to their respective po- 
litical intentions. Mr. Yates had a long talk 
with Mr. Hopkins at the latter's office 
Wednesday afternoon, after which the for- 
mer governor returned to Springfield. 

It is stated on good authority that Mr.

WOULD TEST AUTOISTS’ SIGHT. 


Movement Started in Germany to Force 
Chauffeurs Into Undergoing Exam- 
ination Before Getting Licenses. 


BERLIN, July 11.—A strong plea for the 
institution of a sight test for motor car 
drivers now is being put forward in Ger- 
many. It is pointed out by the promoters 
that a test of the sight is compulsory in the 
case of all railroad men, yet motor car chauf- 
feurs are granted certificates after merely 
giving proof of their ability to manipulate a 
steering wheel.

Hancock Flees fram Court.

nounced. Dr. Hancock immediately fled from 


the courtroom, pprsued by a small army of

with telling effect. When the race finally 
was abandoned by the snapshotters Han- 
cock continued on the run, sheltered behind 


‘his big umbrella. 


Hancock, in his hurry, forgot his declara- 
tion that he would immediately serve papers 
in a Übel suit on his stepson, Samuel Beach 
Chester. George Elliott, Hancock's counsel, 
said that no papers in a bel suit have been 
prepared, but in a few days there will be a 
conference to decide what to do. Elliott's 
manner gave the impression there would be 
no libel suit, and that his client is glad to 
be well rid of an embarrassing suspicion. 


Fight Over Will Next. 

While the backbone of the charges against 
Hancock have been knocked out so faras the 
criminal proceedings are concerned, it is 
probable there will bea resumption of hostili- 
ties between Chester and hie stepfather when 
Mrs. Hancock’s will comes up for probate 
some three months hence. The will is dated 
in 1901, and leaves ten shares of the Hano- 
ver bank of New York to Hancock, and the 
residue of the estate to Chester. There was 
a will executed in 1904, but no trace of it can

from the fact that the estate of his mother 
is valueless aside from the Hanover bank 
stock, which is valued at $50,000.

SLEW FOR HER GIRL'S SAKE. 


Maryland Mother Tells How She 
Killed Daughter’s Deceiver. 


UNWRITTEN LAW HER HOPE. 


Son, Co-defendant in Trial, Shares 
Blame and Girl Bares Her Story. 


la Plata, Md., July 11—Mrs. M. Bowie. 
who with her son Walter Bowie, is on trial 
here on the charge of killing Hubert Posey 
efter his refueal to marry her daughter, 
today on the witness stand admitted the 
deed and told why it was committed. 

Her daughter, Priscilla Bowie, carrying 
the infant of which the man slain was the 
father, also took the stand and related the 
events leading up to the tragedy. Her nar- 
rative moved many in the courtroom to tears. 

The surprise of the trial came when, the de- 
fense having closed, the prosecuting attorney 
asked the jury not to find a verdict of murder, 
but one of manslaughter. 

The sole defense of mother and son is that 
they were fustified in killing Posey under 
the “unwritten law.“ Mrs. Bowie, who 
preceded her daughter on the witness chair, 
without hesitancy declared that she and her 
son fired the shots, one of which ended Po- 
sey’s life. 

Young Posey, she said. had been engaged 
to her daughter forfour years. She declared 
she heard Posey promise to marry her after 
her daughter's condition had been revealed, 
and last Thanksgiving day was the time set 
for the wedding, but Posey did not appear. 


Mother Tells of Tragedy. 

She then told the story of the meeting with 
Posey on the day of the shooting. 

„We went up the road to meet him to 
talk to him,“ she said. and to advise him to 
come and marry ‘ Ss. 

She related how she first pleaded with 
Posey to repair the wrong she alleged he had 
done her daughter, even offering to pay all 
the expenses, her son adding that if he want- 
ed to leave his sister afterwards he could 
get a divorce, but that he must marry her 
and give her child a name. Posey said he 
did not want to get married. ’ 

„I told him,” Mrs. Bowie went on, that 
if he did not marry my daughter I would 
shoot him. He said he was not going to 
marry her, and I shot. Before I shot him, 1 
had him by the coat, but he jerked away 
from me and was running away when 1 
fred. 

Son Also Admits Guilt. 

Henry Bowle, the son, admitted as readily 
as she dfa that he fired one of the shots that 
ended Posey’s life. 


DAM STREETS TO PREVENT 
OIL FROM BURNING TOWN. 


Residents of Bridgeport, III., Build 
Dykes and Stop Blazing Stream’s 
Spread—Lightning Causes Explosion. 


Bridgeport, III., July 11.—After working all 
day, danmtming the streets, in which ran rivers 
of blazing oil from the exploding tanks of an 
oil refinery west of the village, the citizens 
of Bridgeport today saved their homes from 
destruction by the flowing stream of fire.

Day of Bitter Debate. 


RAIL COMMISSION MAY QUIT. 


Threat by Body to Resign Ignored by 
House and Senate. 


Madison, Wis., July 11.—[{Special.]—In the 
face of a threat by the state railroad com- 
mission to resign if the act becomes law, the 
Turner 2 cent passenger fare bill was shoved 
through both houses of the legislature today 
and will be submitted to Gov. Davidson for 
his signature tomorrow. 

While the debate orrthe bill was in progress 
‘members of the commision made it plain 
that they would consider it a reflection on 
them if the bill should be passed. as they con- 
sider that the commission was created for 
the express purpose of regulating railroad 
rates. The commission already had ruled 
that it would be an injustice to the roads to 
make a rate less than 2½ cents. 


Lively Fight Marks Passage. 

Not since the days when Senator La Fol- 
lette occupied the governor's chair have 
there been witnessed such stirring clashes 
in the legislature as occurred tonight. Op- 
ponents of the act resorted to every resource 
to prevent its passage, but were overcome. 

If the governor approves the act, as is 
generally expected, the new rate will go into 
effect on Aug. 15 next. 

“After a short contest the senate today sent 
the bill to the assembly with an amendment 
making it apply to all roads having gross re- 
ceipts of 63,500 per mile per annum instead 
of $7,000, as it firet provided. As soon as it 
was taken up in the assembly a spirited de- 
— began on the merits of the entire ques- 
tion. 


Speaker Denounces the Measure. 

Speaker Ekern left the presiding officer's 
chair to protest against the passage of the 
bill. After a long debate Assemblyman M. 
J. Cleary offered an amendment striking 
from the bill the provision allowing roads to 
collect 3 cents per mile from passengers get- 
ting on trains without tickets. This amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 31to24. Then 
the bill as amended was concurred in by viva 
voce vote. 

Thereupon the bill was sent back to the 
senate for concurrence in the assembly 
amendment, striking out the provision for a 
Z cent fare on trains. There the bill as 
amended was concurred in and messaged 
back to the assembly and was immediately 
sent to the enrolling committee.

GOOD TRACTION SERVICE—WHEN ? 

The present traction ordinances were 
passed by the council on Feb. 11. They 
were.ratified by the people at the last 
election. They voted for them because 
they offered the shortest road to good 
service. That was nearly four months 
ago. The City railway has accepted its 


rails, but thanks to the bickerings of some 
obstinate and ignorant interests in the 
companies owning the Union Traction 
lines nothing has been said or done to in- 
dicate: when general good service is really 
to begin. 

The public will not be satisfied with the 
announcement that a little.track laying is 
being done on the south and west sides. 
It wants to know when it is to get the 
relief which it was promised under the 
new ordinances. It wants to know the 
plans of the City railway. It wants to 
know in what order the improvements are 
to be made. It is entitled to a statement 
from the board of supervising engineers 
as to their plans after Sept. 15, by which 
time the City railways company must ac- 


cept or decline the franchise passed by the 


council.

tion. Stockholders will not profit by bick-

VACATING STREETS. . 


street conditions of Chicago is a wise 


cent years that it is natural that no one 
knows definitely what its property is or 
where it is. Those who have studied the 
subject to some extent declare that there 
are lots belonging to the city here and 
there of which no record is available, and 
that parts of streets and alleys have been 
appropriated to private use without au- 
thority and without compensation. 

If the records were straightened out it 
would be comparativdly easy to keep them 
in good condition for the future. The in- 
formation gained in the investigation 
would prove valuable, too, whenever a 
measure came before the council for the 
vacation of part of a street or alley. It 
would not be difficult to determine 
whether the favorable action on such a 
proposition would be likely to work hard- 
ship or injury. It seems probable that 
aldermanic courtesy often leads to a lack 
of critical inspection of some of the vaca- 
tion measures which are brought to the 
attention of the city fathers. 

There should be careful inquiry in each 
ease. The land which bas little value to- 
day may be worth a fortune ten years 
from now. The character of a neighbor- 
hood often changes within a generation, 
with accompanying changes in land val- 
ues. The annual report of the superin- 
tendent of the city map bureau shows that 
in 1906 the mileage of streets vacated 
equaled 9 per cent of that of new streets 
opened. In the case of the alleys the 
relative percentage is 27. Those figures 
suggest the value of a retxamination of 
the records of the city’s property and 
careful scrutiny’ by the members of the 
city council of measures which provide for 
the surrender of rights in streets or alleys.

Plaintiffs and defendant are grandchildren 
of that distinguished\soldier, Laval Nugent, 


who, born at Ballynacarrow, in County Wick- 


low, entered the military service of Austria 
and had a large share in conquering Croatia 
and Istria for the Hapsburgs in the early part 
of the last century. He died as a field marsha! 
of the Austrian army, as a captain general of 
the Neapolitan army, as a magnate of 
Hungary, an Austrian count, and a Roman 
prince, the latter by the grace of the papacy. 
His wife was a daughter of Duke 3 
Sforza and of the duchess, a daughter of 
Prince Francis of Poland and of Saxony. Of 
this marriage there was but one son, the late 
Count and Prince Albert Nugent, whose chil- 
dren have been the parties to the recent case. 
— 

It was also brought to light during the trial 
that the late Prince Albert, the father of the 
defendant and of the plaintiffs, had, when 
close upon 80 years old, fallen into the hands 
of an English adventurese of the name of Or- 
monde, whom he had picked up in the streets 
of London one night, and who obtained an 
extraordin&ry influence over him, and induced 
him to convey to her most of the money which 
had been bequeathed to him by Princess

The Nugents came originally from France 
to England in the train of William the Con- 
queror, and have been settled in Ireland sinte 
the reign of King John, when they obtained 
lands in Westmeath and Galway, which are 
still in the possession of members of the fam- 
ily. The earldom of Westmeath dates from 
King James I. The third earl died as a 
Capuchin monk, and was succeeded by his 
brother Thomas as fourth earl. The éighih 
earl was created marquis, and on the second 
marquis dying without male issue the mar- 
quisate became extinct, while the earldom of 
Westmeath reverted to a distant cousin, de- 
scended from the second son of the second 
earl of Westmeath, that is to say, from a no- 
bleman who was created Lord iverston by 
King James II. after his deposition, but 
whose title was never acknowledged. 

The present Lord Westmeath, like most of 
the members of his family, is a Roman 
Catholic; and, while one of the Austrian Nu- 
gents married the late Lord Southampton 
and became lady in waiting to Queen Victoria, 
another of them married one of the Baltazz' 
girls at Constantinople, and in this way be- 
came an uncle of Baroness Marie Vetzera, 
who played a leading role in the tragedy of 
Meyerling. 

As for the late Princess Montleart, to whom 
reference is made above as having bequeathed 
a large fortune to the late Prince Albert Nu- 
gent in trust for his children, she was of 
Irish birth, and made the bequest to the Nu- 
gents in the belief, expressed in her will, 
that her husband had betrayed one of the 
Countesses Nugent and that therefore, as her 
husband’s legatee, she owed such reparation 
as she could make to their house. For atime 
the Nugents hesitated about accepting the 
fortune on the ground that it would consti- 
tute an admission of the disgrace of one of 
their women; but ultimately financial con- 
siderations prevailed over family pride, and 
the money was accepted. 

— 

Princess Montleart's father’s name was 
Fitzgerald, and he was compromised to such 
an extent in some conspiracy—if I remember 
rightly, it was the so-called Cato street plot 
to assassinate George IV.—that he was 
obliged to flee for his life from Great Britain. 
He gave rendezvous to his wife and to her 
two children, a boy and a girl, at Vienna, 
but he failed to turn up, having, it is alleged, 
sought refuge in the United States, where 
all further trace of him was lost. Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald and her boy died Ifterally of hunger in 
Vienna, whereupon the girl was adopted by 
a charitable lady of the name.of Baroness 
Effinger, who brought her up with her own 
daughter, a girl of the same age. 

In the fifties she made the acquaintance of 
Prince Maurice Montleart, who married her, 
and for about thirty years their life was one 
of unclouded happiness. When he died he 
left her his entire fortune, part of which, on 
her own demise without issue, went to the 
Nugents. The remainder was the subject of 
a good deal of litigation. It is surprising that 
no claimants for her money should hh&ve ap- 
peared from the United States, as in the event 
of her father having married in this country 
and had issue, the rights of his children or 
grandchildren to the fortune of the princess 
would have been superior to those in Austria, 
‘who eventually obtained possession thereof. 

— 

Prince Montleart's origin was almost as ro- 
mantic as that of his Irish wife. His father 
was that Sardinian nobleman, Count Mont- 
leart, who is portrayed in most of the illus- 
trated histories of the first Napoleon as the 
heroic cavalier who saved, at the peril of 
his life, the widowed Princess Charles Em- 
manuel of Savoy from the flames that de- 
voured the Austrian embassy at Paris on the 
night of the grand ball given by the envoy, 
Prince Schwarzenberg, in honor of the mar- 
riage of Napoleon and Archduchess Marie 
Louise of Austria. It may be remembered 
that a number of people perished in the con- 
flagration, including the ambassadress her- 
self, while Empress Marie Louise and the em- 
peror escaped with the greatest difficulty. 

Count Montleart’s rescue of the princess of 
Savoy was even still more dramatic; as she 
had been forgotten and left in a faint on one 
of the upper floors. Her gratitude to her de- 
liverer Was so great that she married him, 
‘and he thus became stepfather to King 
Charles 1 of, Sardinia. the grandfather 
of King Humbert, and great-grandfather of 
the present king of Italy. By this marriage 
the count, whe had meanwhile received the 
rank of prince, alike from the king of Sardinia 
and from the emperor of Austria; had several 
children, only two of whom grew up—namely: 
Prince Maurice, to whom reference Has been 
made above as marrying. Miss. Fitzgerald, 
and Princess Augusta, an eccentric spineter 

This princess was quite as masculine i= her 
appearance and in her dress as Rosa Bonheur, 
wearing top boots, a short black skirt, a 
man’s overcoat and hat, smoking cigars, and 
riding astride of her horses. She was in ber 
day one of the most famous breeders of horses 
in Austria, had a celebrated stud farm near 
Cracow, and wae nd murdered some 
twenty-five years ago under the most sensa- 
tional circumstances in the bedroom of her 

castle, with her throat. cut ear to ear, 
the crime having been presumably. perpe- 
trated by one of her trainers, who vanished 
at the same time with a quantity of money 
and valuables, effecting his escape to Aner- 
ica, Where all clew to him was lost.

I The 

new Chicago charter as a weapon against 

graft and mismanagement in the municipal 


government was indorsed by Harrison Mus- 
grhve, president of the Illinois State Bar as- 


ae sociation, in: his address opening the thirty- 


first annual meeting here today. 

„ Misgovernment of cities in the United 
States.“ said President Musgrave, has beep 
| notorious for many yeers.. The history of 
corruption and graft in our city governments 
during the last fifty years will be an everlast- 
ing disgrace to our country. The govern- 
ments of the United States and of the several. 
states have, as a rule, been strong, hones‘, 
and efficient, but in our eities good govern- 
ments have been the exception. The charter 
of the city of Chicago is the result of com- 
promises, and fs, of course, not perfect, but 
it is a long step in advance. It is, I believe, 
well worthy of adoption by the voters of n 
* of Chicago.“ 


Chicago’s Municipal Court. 

The address of Chief Justice Harry Olson 
‘of the Chicago Municipal court was given 
closest attention and was highly commended. 
It was largely an analysis of the Munici- 
pal court law and the results of the first 
year’s operation in Chicago. The points 
which most apparently impressed the down- 
state visitors were: ' 

That the Municipal court, which ~“ stood 
at the vital point of contact with the people, 
compelled respect through its great power 
instead of being the weakest link in the 
judiciary system. 

Its businesslike administration with al! 
the judges sitting like the board of direo 
tors of a corporation. 

The few appeals taken from the Munici- 
pal court. 

Marked reduction in crime in Chicago, ar- 
rests falling off 22,000 in six months. 

Dispatch and economy in litigation made 
possible by the new court and its * 
methods. 

— 


Justice Olson’s Address. 

In impressing the foregoing point Chief 
Justice Olson said: 

The criminal branches of the court have 
disposed of 6,538 cases of misdemeanors out 
ef 6,908 brought in court, and 19,811 quasi- 
criminal cases, being those for violations of 
city ordinances, out of 20,4438 commenced. 
Only 493 jury trials were demanded by de- 
fendants in all of these cases and of these 
415 changed their minds before trial and 
were tried by the court. Seventy-eight jury 
trials demanded by defendants in 26,439 crim- 


the judges have been regarded as fair and 
satisfactory. 

“Three hundred and twenty-eight cases 
were traneferred to the Municipal court br 
the Criminal court of Cook county; 159 of 
these cases were tried by jury on indictment 
for felony, 74 were tried by the court with- ; 
out jury, and 115 were pleas of guilty. 


> 
Force of the Figures. 

The force of these figures is apparent 
when it is stated that the Criminal court-of 
Cook county, in the same period, tried in all 
528 cases; 155 were jury trials, 116 trials by 
court, and 257 pleas of guilty. The cost of 
juries for six months in the Criminal court 
was $40,330, while in the eriminal branches 
of the Municipal court it was about $7,000.”’ 
Chief Justice Olson dwelt on the injury 
done by delay. He made this comparison: 

“In the Superior court for six months, 
ending Juné 1, there was an average of seven 
jury judges, the jurors for whom in that 
period cost $47,164. In the Circuit court.for 
the same period there were five jury judges 
sitting, the jirors for whom cost 523,1 In 
the Municipal court there were six jury 
judges for the same period, for whom the 
cost of the jurors was 21,021.“ 


— 
Need of Pure Food Law. 

The pure food laws were discussed by 
Frank F. Reed of Chicago, and A. H. Jones. 
pure food commissioner. The former upheld 
the national pure food laws and analyzed 
them. Mr. Jones, after tracing the pure food 
movement, spoke of the necessity: for their 
enforcement in this state, as follows: 

“Tilinois has 16,000 retail grocers; 4,000 
manufacturers and packers of foods; 300,000 
dairies; 700 creameries, and fourteen milk 
condensaries, not taking Into consideration 
booths, depots, stations, buffets, and dining 
cars. It is the first state in the union in the 
production, manufacture, and sale of food. 

We can thus understand how necessary 
it is that Illinois should have a first class 
food law and have the law rigidly enforced 
so as to protect the manufacture and sale of 
this vast product. The people of this state 
and of the nation already realize that food 
adulteration has become so intrenched and 
fortified in this country that it is and has 
been hard to control.” 

The afternoon's program closed with an ad- 
dress by Clarke E. Carr, on the “ Lincoln- 
Douglas Debates.

Illustrations of the actress as she appeared 
in.many of her plays, as well as the complete 
casts of some of the earlier New York pro- 
ductions in which she took part, are incor- 
porated in the book. 

The latest book in the series of Heroes 
of American History” is a biography of 
“ FREDERICK MAGELLAN” (Harpers), 
written by Frederick A. Ober. 

The author’s sources of information are 
twofold, the first comprising the writings of 
four compatriots who knew Magellan and 
took part in his adventures; the second con- 
sisting of.contémporaries who merely con- 
versed with the survivors, and other his- 
torians, Spanish and Italian. 

Magellan, the Portuguese adventurer and 
discoverer, lived from 1480 to 1521. 

Although the author hesitates before the 
assertion of a learned writer that Magellan 
“is undoubtedly the greatest of navigators, 
either ancient or modern,“ he asserts that 
the world owes him a mighty debt of grat- 
itude. 

Away down at the tip of South America is 
the strait of Magellan, which shows where 
this man discovered the first way of going 
from the Atlantic to the Pacifié. Columbus 
could not find it. Balboa found thé Pacific 
ocean, but not the strait. Magellan also dis- 
covered Guam and the Philippine islands. 

His life reads like one of the old pirate 
stories, and his death at the hands of natives 
so fitly crowns the preceding chapters that it 
would be pronounced almost too sensational 
in fiction. oases , 

In “THE STORY OF THE AMULET” 
(E. P. Dutton & Co.) E. Nesbit introduces 
four more English children of the refresh- 
ingly original type, and a plot well worthy of 
them. One is reminded of Lewis Carroll, for 
here is encountered the kind of nonsense that 
has required more genius in the conjuring 
than @ heap twice its size of what we — 
lessly term sense.

For those who love to think of St. George as 
a real man and not a mere legendary char- 
acter as some have tried to prove, E. O. Gor- 
don's SAINT GEORGE (imported by E. 
P. Dutton & Co.) will have real interest. 
The author has searched the documentary 
evidence thoroughly and finds that it bears 
out much that is traditionary concerning the 
martyr saint and champion of England. His 
book gives a résumé of that evidence by 
which it is established who and what St. 
George was, and the valiant slaughtering 
of the dragon is apparently. proved beyond a 
doubt in Mr. Gordon's mind. 

There ip an extended account of the com- 
memoration of St. George in the Anglo- 
Saxom liturgies, the celebrated Knights of 
St. George from the sixteenth to the twentieth 
centuries, and of the part the saint plays in 
art, hostels, customs, and traditions. The 
book is illustrated with reproductions of pic- 
tures from old manuscripts, books, etc. The 
binding is unique, being a tranecript from an 
ol English panel stamped binding of the 
sixteénth century, representing St. George 
and the dragon, the Distressed Virgin, and a 
castle appearing in the background.

Lowering of Quotations Diseoursging 
: “to Bull Manipulation 


Late yesterday afternoon one of the local 
Lanks received a request by telephone from 
New York for a large loan for six months 
and the rate offered was 6 per cent. This 
furnishes some evidence of the present close- 
ness of money. While the call rate worked 
off in Wall street to around 3 per cent, the 
fact that 6 was bid for time funds after bank- 
ing hours would indicate a rather urgent 
desire for accommodation. 

At the same time the failure of stockholders 
to take the convertible bonds offered by two 
railroads and thé further fact that the New 
York City bond offering was a failure show 
that money is hard to get. In such circum- 
stances the New York stock market can find 
no encouragement for an advance in prices. 
In the last two days there has been a marked 
lowering of quotations, and this, coming after 
the strepuous efforts which have been made 
to advance prices, will have a discouraging 
effect on bull manipulation. Until there is 
some change of a fundamental character in 
the situation the market promises to be dis- 
appointing to the bull contingent. 

The discouraging situation with reference 
to Atchison and Union Pacific convertibles 
was reflected abroad, where efforts to float 
American finance bills were said to be meet- 
ing with no success. *

The Iron Trade reports the monthly re- 
turns of the manufacturers of pig iron show 
that the production to June was practically 
at the same rate as it was in May.

WISCONSIN LINES PUZZLED. 


Senate Vote for a 2 Cent Rate Ignores 
Previous Conclusion. 


The promulgation of the new universal bill 
of lading is being delayed pending a second 
conference between a committee of the 
American Bankers’ association and the gen- 
eral committee framing the new conditions. 
When the work was commenced more than 
three years ago a committee headed by Louis 
E. Pearson, president of the New York Na- 
tional Exchange bank, suggested certain 
conditions which the general committee did 
net accept as a whole, but the association 
offered a bill In congress providing for a bill 
of lading along lines suggested. 

The general committee followed all the 
suggestions of the bankers’ association ex- 
cept one, in which the bankers sought to 
compel the railroads to have two forms 
of bills of lading, oné for ordinary shipments 
and not negotiable, and another which would 
be negotiable, the latter to be consecutively 
numbered, and when issued the railroad 
would bé responsible in case of manipulation. 

This condition was repugnant to the rall- 
road portion of the general committee, and 
the commercial interests did not feel it would 
be just to saddle such a condition on the 
carriers. The general committee inserted in 
the new conditions that a bill of lading must 
be to order to be a negotiable paper, and 
if it was not so made it was nonnegotiable, 
and any one lending money on it would do so 
at their own risk. This is satisfactory to 
all interests involved except fhe bankers. 

It is probable a meeting will be arranged 
at an early date, as it is the intention to put 
the new bill of lading into force as soon as 
possible. The interstate commerce com- 
mission wil] promulgate the bill of lading as 
soon as the bankers and general committee 


have reached an understanding, it being 
satisfactory to the commission.

PUZZLED BY RECORDING CLOCK. 


Editor Defebaugh Discovers That Gen- 
juses on His Staff Are Too Elusive 
for Mechanical Detection.
